Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 - 6, 8 - 10, 13, 14 are pending. Claims 7, 1 1 , 12, 15, 18 are canceled. 
Independent claims 1, 9, 10, 14 are allowed based on the following: 

The prior art of record, considered individually or in combination, fails to fairly show 
or suggest: said due time for reception of norma! state signals being given by an 
expected time period increased by a duration depending on a round-trip time for 
communication between said data requesting device and said server via said at least 
one communication network, in addition to the other limitations in a manner as recited in 
claims 1 -6,8-10,13,14. 

Claims 2 - 6, 8 are allowed due to allowed base claim 1 . 

Claims 13 are allowed due to allowed base claim 9. 

So as indicated by the above statements, Applicant's arguments have been 
considered persuasive, in light of the set of claims with limitations as well as the 
enabling portions of the specification. The dependent claims further limit the 
independent claims and are considered allowable on the same basis as the 
independent claims as well as for the further limitations set forth.
